The following address has been issued by the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion: 

To the Business-Men and Property-Oveners of Chicago : 

Understanding a part of our duty to consist 
in calling the attention of the commanity from 
time to time, as occasion may require, to mat- 
ters which demand the action of citizens, and 
feeling that the present emergency, growing out 
of our imperfect protecsion against fire, cails for 
the most energetic and untiring effort on the 
part of every individual identified with Chicago's 
interests, we desire to piace before you some 
facts bearing on the subject, and to point out 
what we conceive to be some of our duties as 
citizens, in the hope of inducing a speedy adop- 
tion of all possible safeguards. It is well known 
that a number of highly respectable and influen- 
tial gentlemen composing 

THE ** NATIONAL BOARD OF UNDERWRITERS.” 
have recommended the withdrawal from this city 
of all the insurance companies under their con- 
trol. To whatever desreo their precipitate ac- 
tion may be open to criticism, and bowever in- 
dignantly our pride may revolt at their seeming 
dictation, the alarming fact remains that these 
gentlemen decline to longer transact business in 
this city. We characterize it as an alarming 
fact, because they represent by far the largest 
and most reliable insurance interests of this 
country, together with all the foreign capital 


- doing business here, and our commercial org ani- 


zation is of such a nature that no iarge city can 
conduct its business without insurance, It is 
the foundation stone upon which our commer- 
cial superstructure stands. Take it away, and 
the whole system crumbles to the ground a disor- 
ganized mass. The question as to whether a sys- 
tem thus organized is the best that can be adopted 
for promoting the commercial prosperity of the age 
we cannot discuss. Be it so or not, the fact 
that Chicago, of all cities, can least afford now 
to inaugurate a new system must be ap parent to 
all. From the sad experiences of the last three 
years this community is painfully aware of the 
alarming possibilities of conflagration. The 
effects of the ravages committed by the great 
fire of 1871, notwithstanding our wonderful 
recuperation, are still apparent m various 
directions, and will, be for years to come. The 
fire of last July Caused us the peculiar damage 
of absolutely unsettling confidence in our secur- 
ity asacity in the minds of the people at a dis- 
tance; although we of Chicago breathed mare 
freely afier it, knowing it to have swept away 
the danger that most threatened us. Confidence 
not on ly in its integrity, but also in its ability to 
protect property, is essential to the commercial 
existence or any community. The oniy way in 
which this confidence can be restored to us is 
by taking prompt measures to recall the pro- 
tection these insurance men have withdrawn 


from us. 

It may not be superfluous to point out in de- 
tail some of the injuries that will result to this 
city, should the action of the Underwriters be 
persisted in for any length of time. 

THE CREDIT OF OUR MERCHANTS 
will be impaired, and the large stocks of goods 
that vow attract the trade of the West will 
shrink to meagre proportions. Already the or- 
der to ** reduce stock” has been given in some 
of our large bouses. Manufacturers and im- 
porters are unwilling to intrust their merchan- 
dise to a community unabie to procure indem- 
nity against loss by fire. The immense grain 
trade that now enters here will seek other mark- 
ets, ana our elevators will s'and empty. Our 
vessels will seek other ports, or lie idie at our 
docks. Parties will not come here to engage in 
busiuess enterprise with such risks and disad- 
vantages to encounter. 
. THE FLOW OF CAPITAL 

into our city for loans and investment will be 
checked, for capitalists will not invest where in- 
surance protection is not afforded to property. 
In tact, the general growth and prosperity of 
our city will be interrupted, and a shadow will 
rest upon uF. 

Ia view of these considerations, we feel. that 
every good citizen should be aroused to a full 
realization of the magnitude of the emergency 
and throw all his wee of and influence into a 
united effort to ward off this most damaging 
blow. We should not linger even to discuss the 
matter, but hasten to consummate the reforms 
already inaugurated and in view when the action 
of the **‘ National Board ” was taken. 

We should instruct our representatives in 
the Common Council to vote for protection, and 
our official boards to remove every obstacle that 
stands in the way of absolute reform, in terms 
that they shall realize will tolerate no further 
delay. me of them, no doubt, are deserving 
of grave censure for not heretofore providing 
better means for our protection, but we should 
remember that “‘ low taxes ” 1s the cry that has 
been oftenest sungin their ears. Let us now 
instruct them to us as lightly as possiple 
consistent with lete prote*tion, but 

GIVE US PROTECTION AT WHATEVER CosT. 
If it shall be found that legal objections, which 
cannot now be overcome, prevent the raising of 
necessary funds by our authorities (a contin- 
geoucy we do not anticipate), ict us advance 
them; we should not a day longer, even by im- 
plication, be parties to the criminal negligence 
that permits only a 4inch water main (which 
two engines will exhaust of water) in streets 
lined on either side with buildings and mer- 
chandise valued at millions. We muet have a 
most ample supply of water, the best building 
law, and the most efficient Fire Department to 
be found in this country. We can afford noth- 
ing less than such an absolute condition of 
safety, that these gentlemen who have with- 
drawn from us, taking with them the protection 
we so much need, shall return laden with cheap 


insurance, 
Although the Citizens’ Association cannot, as 
an orgaaization, take any ordinary political ac- 
tion, we would urge upon all good citizens of 
either party the further imperative duty of 
ATTENDING THE PRIMARY ELE°TIONS 
now near hand, and of using every effort to place 
in power men worthy to be intrusted with public 
affairs ; it being the ouly means of secaring per- 
mapeut reform. 
We would state, as a matter of information

they are insufficient, upon the property-owners 
advancing the trifling sum of one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) per front foot, which sum, in most 
cases, will be saved many times over in one year 
by the reduction in insurance premiums it will 
secure. We are pleased to add that the owners 
of property upon some streets are already avail- 
ing themselves | of the protection thus af- 
forded. 

Any individual can inform himeelf with regard 
to the alarming inadequacy of the water-mains 
by consulting a map now oy in the rooms 
of our Association, showing dimensions of 
the pipes in each street throughout the city. 

In conclusion, permit gs to say that such re- 
forms as are now needed in the community can 
in no way be so speedily accomplished as through 
organized effort. In the Citizens’ Association 
we have an zation through which all may 
work, and we again invite inte ite membership 
every interested person.

“THE GREAT SCANDAL. 


Henry 0. Bowen at Last Opens His 
Mouth. 


His Answer to the Letter ef Catharine 
Beecher, 


Authenticity of the Woodstock Let- 
ter Denied. 


Bowen Not the Originator of the Scandal. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

New Yorx, Sept. 27.—The Tribune will print 
to-morrow the following letter from Henry C. 
Bowen, in answer to the abusive communication 
of Miss Catharine Beecber, in which she arraigus 
Mr. Bowen, together with all the others who 
have either explicitly or implicitly appeared in 
an attitude of opposition toward her brother. 
Special attention is called to Sec. 7, in which Mr. 
Bowen denies that he ever wrote to Tilton or 
any one a letter charging Beecher with adultery 
and rape. The leiter referred to was the cele- 
brated “‘ Woodstock letter,” first published in 
the Brooklyn Zagile, and subsequeatiy reterred 
to by Moulton in his first statement, and 
parts of it quoted. In it Bowen was 
represented as describing an outrage 
by Beecher on a lady in hia own (Bowen's) 
house. Beside, the publicity given it in the way 
above referred to, it bas been widely priated in 
the public press,and yet, strangely enough, 
neither Mr. Bowen nor any of his or Beecber’s 
friends have before taken occasion to deny, or 
even cast doubt on, the perfect authenticity of 


the letter : 
To the Edtter of the Tribune: 

Sin: Miss Catharine E. Beecher, in & communica- 
tion published in your paper on Friday last, says : 

“ Firet—The real originator of s (meaning the 
Brookiyn) scandalis the proprietor of the Independ- 
ent.” 

My reply to this statement is, that it is wholly false, 
as Mr. Beecher himeelf very weil knows, 

Second—She says that “ said proprietor of the Jnde- 
pendent is descrived tome” (ber), etc., thus plainly 
intimating io the world that she has no acquaintance 
with me; perhaps has never seen mo, Miss Beecher 
has probably forgotten that I acted as ber banker for a 
long period of time, until I gave her notice, as others 
I beiieve, had done before, that I desired the account 
closed on my books, She also omitted to state that 
she has been to my office repeatedly om business, and 
has visited me at my house in Brooklyn and, at Wood- 
stock. Her individual opinion of me on this acquaint- 
ance she does not give to the public. 

Third— Miss Beecher says that “ Various gentlemen 
and ladies have informed me (her) of the mean and 
dishonest practices of this man” (me). She probably 
refers in this case to one w spoken to “ various 
gentlemen and ladics ” im yn, during a period 
ul twelve months or more, of “ my (her) dishon¢sty in 
not paying him a certain sum which he alleged was 
due.” He finally induced a chosen friend to eoineand 
see me on the serious charges, I was astonished at the 
development, so long kept from my notice, and in- 
sisted on the «potthat he (the warm friend of my ac- 
cuser) should himself examine ali the facts and figures 
and make an impartial award, promising, if my ac- 
cuser would do the same, to abide by tnis decision. 
An agreement was signed to that effect, the result of 
which was that my accuser was Obiiged to pay me 
$1,000. The referee was Mr. Charies Gould, since de- 
ceased; and I have now in my possession bie written 
award, Mr. Gould told me many tames afterward that 
I had been greatly wronged in this matter. Whether 
certain “ladies and gentlemen” in Brooklyn ever 
heard of the verdict in this case, or whether my ac 
cuser ever spoke of ito any one, I cafnot say. The 
whole story of “‘ moannesss and distress,” I pronounce 
a wicked fabrication, without even the shadow of truth 
in it, 

Fourth—Miss Beecher further says that her 
brother’s efforts to “fulfil his duty as 3 Christian 
friend and pastor in these matters were met only with 
anger.” My reply is that Mr. Beecher never, in any 
single instance jn bis life, either directly or indirect- 
ly, by word or hint, as friend, neighbor, or pastor, 
ever argead me with a dishonest act, or that I had 
ever nged any one out of a cent. 

Fifth—T he withdrawal of Mr. Beecherand Mrs, Stowe 
from the /ndependent did not call forth increased ex- 
asperation, or any exasperation whatever, as Miss 
Beecher charges, and Mr, Beecher very weil knows it 
from my own lips, 

Sizth—Miss seecher charges fresh excitement and 
malignity on my part on account of “ a lady authoress 
in his (my) family who refused an offer of marriage on 
the supposed intervention of Mr. Beecher.” The 
whole statement is utterly destituve of truth, and ea- 
tirely beyond my comprehension. It is a malicious 
invention. 

Seventh—Miss Beecher says that “ this malignity 
prompted the ietter to sir, Tilton accusing my brother 
(Mr, Beecher) with adultery and repo.” My anewer is 
that I never wrote such a letter to anybody, that I 
never acknowledged to any one that I had done eo, and 
therefore couid make no coufession on the subject, as 
Miss Beecher allees. 

Richth—Miss Beecher’s final statement that I have 
“ adroitly contrived to maintain membership in the 
church ” is also a stupid falsehood, as is well known 
both in and out of Piymonth Cuurch. I have neither 
managed, nor contrived, nor useda single effort to 
influence the action of the church orany one of its 
members, 

This is not the first attempt Miss Beecher has made 
to convey information on the subject in question, aud 
my advice is that in future she look more carefully af- 
ter her facts, or she may need moretian a “ mutual 
friend” to help her out of some serious diffi- 
culty. I am quite willine that Mr Beech- 
e should be both Judge and jury on 
my conduct, for he knows, anu uas ofven aaiu, and re- 
cently, too, thot he didnot censure or condemn me 
for the course I had teken in this most unfortupate 
affair. Hap uy fo: me,ig this maiter I bave a witness 
of his words in one wiv # now, and siways has been, 
—_ of Mr. Beecher’s warmest friends, Very respect- 
ful'y,

The iron ship Nonpareil, from Auckland to 
Newcastle, encountered a gale. The cargo 
shifted, throwing the ship on her beam ends. 
The masts were cut away, aud the wreck, 
cleared of the rigging, soon righted. Aug. 11 
she was discovered by the bark Lady Emma, 
which took word to Newcastle. A tug was sent 
out. and the wreek towed into Newcastle. No 
lives were lost. 

In a similar storm, the new iron clipper 
Chrysomen, for San Francisco from Newcastle, 
was dismacted. Jury-masts were rigged, aad 
she made her way back to Newcastle, 200 miles, 
arriving Aug. 13. 

Another dismasted ship, the Southern Belle. 
had been towed into the harbor of Crisbane by 
the steamer Western. 

The Southern News gives an account of the 
loss of the brig Call while trying to make 
Bluff harbor. The wreck was condemved. 

The cutter Albert Edward was totally wrecked 
near Fantom Island on the 3lst July. All hands 
were saved—some on rafts, others by swimming 
asiore nearly two miles. 

Aug. 16 the steamer Florence found the cutter 
Flying Cloud ashore on Barrier Reef, abandon- 
ed, scuttled, and full of water. The steamer 
got the wreck off, and towed her into Rocking- 
ham ey 5 

The News says there seems to bs a singular, 
inexplicable fatality actachedjto the navigation 
of vessels of all kinds between the different 
ports of the Colonies and the motber country. 
In @ vear, nearly a dozen have been dismasted 
in making the voyage to Colonial ports. The 
Dallam ‘Tower, Cambridgeshire, John Kerr, 
Loch, Lock Maru, British Admiral, Southern 
Belle, Nonpareil, and Curysomenu were nearly all 
pew iron clippers, and says these facts must 
attract the serious attention of mariners and 
anderwriters. In several of the above instances 
no dates are given.

The commander and seventy men re- 
mained on the island to save a portion of the 
wreck. It is believed that most of the guns 
will be got off. The vessel struck areef near 
the shore.

The fact that a being of limited faculties must 
pass life in ‘a world of ublimited qualities an@ 
quantities keeps alive a discord between the 
mind and its object of study. Given a small bus 
proud and ambitious subject-mind, apd an infin- 
tte object-world, and unrest, if not an absolute 
war, must be the normal condition of the think- 
ing soul. As there are creatures from the for 
est which never will become tame in the iron 
prisons in which man confines them, but will ab 
ways press against the bars with a never-yield- 
ing hope of escape, so there are human 
which seem unable to endure the imprisonment 
that comes from limitation of knowledge and 
faculty, and which prees restlossly against the 
walls of their dungeons. While man exists as 
small as be is, and the universe remains as large 
as it is, conflicts will occur among thinkers, and 
harmony and peace will be as far from the 
hundredtb century as from the nineteenth. Out- 
side of a comwparatively-smail circle ail becomes 
conjecture, and, as there is no limit to the pos- 
sible conjectures man may make regarding 
things beyond his ken, there can be no end 
found to the disagreements of the hearts that 
embark upon this career of dignified guess- 
work. Come to the world anywhere,—in India, 
or Egypt, or England, or America,—and you will 
find men agreeing that two and two are four, 
and that there is light or darkness, and fire or 
water; but, advancing a little way, you find 
them differing, and ready with hypotheses, one 
for each man or for s class. The world’s 
unanimity may ve found only around a few 
mathematical statements. When it contemplates 
questions of morals, and of the essence of 
things, is seen that which is discouraging to 
those who would love usanimity and iss supposed 


peace. 

There is a bright side, however, to the fact that 
the universe lics around man in such immensity, 
for it w#in thw struggle of mindto master the 
world that us found that dramiag out of the men- 
tal powers which distinguish man from the brate 
lo the brute form of life there are n0 mysteries;

THE ENGLISH RAILROAD ACCIDENT 

Terrible Collision on the Great East« 
eru HBailway. 

The terrible collision which oceurred en the 
Great Eastern Ratiway at Thorpe on the 10th 
instant is taus Gescribed by the London Times of 
the llih: 

Last night one of the most appalling acci- 
dents which ever happened in thee eastern coun- 
ties occurred on the Great Hastern Railway 
between Norwiek and Brundall. A train carry- 
ing mails leaves Great Yarmouth every 
evening at 8:40, and is joimed at Reed- 
ham by er train from Loweateft. 
this junction was effected last might in 
the ordinary course, and the combined train 
proceeded to Bruudall, three stations farther 
oo. Here it had to wait, in uence of the 
line becoming single, until the arrival of the 
evening express from Norwich to Great Yar- 
meuth, Or until permission was given to the 
evgine-driver to proceed. Through some fatality 
which is at present inexplicable, the night in- 
sector at Norwich (Thorpe) Station aliowed the 
down cxpress to leave Norwich while the com- 
bined train from Great Yarmouth was suffered 
te come on from Brundall. The consequences 
were disastrous in the extreme. The doomed 
trains met at Thorpe, about 2 miles from Nor- 
wieh, and the shoek was appalling. The rails 
were slippery from ram; there was a slight 
curve in the line at the fatal spot,so tnat 
the hghts of neitber train could be seeu; there 
was bo tame to apply the brakes, and the two 
engines rushed at each other at a eoliective 
speed of at least 50 miles per hour. The engine 
drawing the combined mail-train, No. 54, was 
one of the moss approved modera construction 
and of great power. ‘The engine drawing the 
train irom Norwich was a lighter one, but had 
also acquired, with ite tra, @ considerable 
momeutum. In the crasb which followed the 
colits1on tae funnel of engine No. 54 was carried 
away, and the engine from Norwich rushed on 
the top of its assailant, some of the carriages of 
sither train following, until a ghastly pyramid 
was formed of hissiug locomotives, shattered car- 
riages, aud moaning, and in some cases dying, 
passeygers. So instantaneous was the shock that 
the diiver of engiwe No. 54 does not appear to 
have had tume to turn of his regulator, so that 
the steam remained for some time ip operation. 
The eugine No. 54 was, however, fo off the 
rails, and was unable to make apy further ad- 
vance in the geveral ruin. The driver and his 
fireman, named respectively Johp Prior and 
James Ligot, must have been killed mstan- 
taneously, aud a simiiar fate probably befeil 
Thomas Clark and Frederick Sewell, the driver 
and ftiremapm of the train from Norwich. ‘ The 
crash was heard throughout the Village of 
Thorpe, and many of the inhabitants hastened 
to the seene, and rendered snch assistance as 
they were able te afford to the suffermg pas- 
sengers. With as Little loss of time as possible 
a relief-train was dispatched: from Norwich 
(Thorpe) to the seene of the disaster, and a 
number of medical men were also sept dowa 
from Norwich. 

** The force of men collected by the offieials at 
opee began to clear away the debris, and in some 


cases to cut out the suliering passengers. The 


wouuded were carried to Norwioh, and in most 


cases removed to the Norfolk and Norwich 


Hospital. Light was obtaimed, asis usual in such 


cases,—for even railway coliisions have their 
orthodox features,—with the heip of iarge ban- 


fires fed by the shattered carmages. A boat- 
house bard by, and a roomatthe Three Tuns 
‘Tavern, at lhorpe, were used as deadhouses, and 
were eon Occupied by ifteem vietims, while ane 
or more deaths occurred subsequently.

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The Austrian Polar Expedition. 

[The Vienna Neue Freie Presse of Sept. 5 bas 
the following in relation tothe Austrian North- 
Polar E tion :} , 

These brave men have literally fulfilled their 
undertaking. On the 13th of June, 1972, they 
left for Tromsoe, in order to receive intelligence 
from these engaged in the whaie-fish as to 
the condition of the icein the Polar , and 
“thence to proceed to Nova Zembla. They prom- 
ised their friends that they woald come back inp 
the autumn of 1874, an@no doubt within a few 
days we shall be able, spite of the croakera who 
have been persistently giving them up for dead, 
to greet them within our walis and give them a 
hearty welcome. Two of the telegrams received 
bear yesterday's date, from Vardos, 1p. m. and 
8p.m. Vaerdoe is an wiand atthe northeast ex- 
tremity of Norway, from which Hamburg may 
be reached. in fourteen days, and hence we may 
fairly hope that in sixteen days more they will 
arrive at home. The telegram of Lieut. Wey- 
pricht to the Department of the War Ministry 
reads as follows: 

“Arrived August, 1872. Frozen fourteen 
months in the pack-ice; northeast longitude, 
73 deg.; then driven to the northwest. 1873: 
Extensive territory discovered. October, hemm- 
edin there, Passed the winter 79 deg. 51 min. 
north, 59 deg. east. Land certain beyond 82 
deg.;: possibly as far as 83 deg. Principal ex- 
tension north and weet. In May, our ship, hav- 
ing become untenable, was forsaken, After 
ninety-six days’ traveling in sledge—boats, reached 
the I jan schooner Grenseland, at Nova Zem- 
bla.” 

The telegram received by Count Wilezek, simply 

dated Angust, place of origin not vamed, reads 
as follows: 
** Frozen up in the ice; driven about in nack- 
ice for fourteen months. During five summer 
months laboring to free the ship. In vain. Ship, 
by pressure of ice, lifted 7 feet. August, 1873: 
Extensive land discovered in deg. north. 
Hemmed in and wintered 79 deg. 51 min. north, 59 
deg. east. Traveled over tbe land. Noendseen 
eithernorth or west. May 20: Forsook ship in four 
sledge-boats. After ninety-six days’ weary 
sledge journey, arrived in Clear Bay, Nova 
Zemvla, and found a Russian schooner. The 
amount of observation-materiail is very con- 
siderable. Ask permission of His Majesty that 
the lands discovered may be called ‘ l'rancis 
Joseph's Land.’” 

A second telegram to the Count, after stating 
that the explorers had sigated as far varth aa 83 
deg.. reads : 

* Extent very great, at least 15 dec. : except- 
ing southward, no Rounds visibie, even from the 
tops of the hills. Very little animal or plaat 
life, even in the sottth. Glaciers, immense dolo- 
mite formations, hilis 5,000 feet high, but little 
drift-wood, Maxinium cold, 37 deg. Reaumer.” 

The expedition included Navigating-Lieu- 
tenant Weypricht, Pirst-Lieutevant Payer, Mas- 
ter Brosch, Flag-Lientenapt Orel, thirteen saul- 
ors, and two Tyrolese mountaineers. The ex- 
plorers had a large number of dogs with them to 
meet the necessity of siedge-driving.

WISCONSIN ROADS. 
THE SUITS. 

‘A united effort will be made to have the 
Supreme Court dispose of the railway question at 
the October term. The attorneys engaged in 
the suit decided at Madison in favor of the State 
of Wisconsm, in July last, will move to have the 
case advanced upon the docket, and a day set for 
its hearing early this term. They have the 
assurance of Judge Davis that this would be 
practicable. The record was filed in the Clerk's 


printed, But the Supreme Court may refuse to 
entertain the motion. In that event the case 
would hardly be reached for three years to come, 
by which time the progress of events would 
doubtless solve the probiem, 

It is presumed by many that the Supreme 
Court would prefer to let the question settle it- 
self. Public sentiment is so pronounced that it 
is pot an agreeable subject of discussion. Be- 
sides, the State courts are being required to pass 
upon it; butin none of them is it so radically 

resented asin the Wisconsin case. In that 

jtate all the railroads were built under a Consti- 
tuiion which reserved the right to alter or 
their charters at the pleasure of the Legislature. 
The only question is, whether any limitation can 
be put upon this power. No precedent for such 
limitation was cited to the satisfaction of the 
United States Court at Madison. The State 
claimed that it is absolute and unqualified, and 
denied the right of any tribunal to construe it 
otherwise. is position the corporations de- 
sired the State should assume, believing it was 
abhorrent to every sense of justice. 

Anticipating the willingness of the Court to 
take up the case during the ensuing term, the 
several attorneys bave commenced the pr 
tion of their briefs. For the trial at M n, 
the attorneys for the State, believing their case 
beyond question, did not prepare briefs. 

The death of Judge B. R. Curtis was deeply 
regretted by the appellants in this suit. He had 
been retained as counsel, and the policy thus far 
pursued was adopted upon bis advice. At Wash- 
ington the case will be argued oraliy by the Hon.

great wonder that he can accomplish what he does, for 
Lis entire method is wiong. In fact he has no method. 
What he has is a splendid system. How that man 
could be made to walk! He has a perfect physique. 
Perhaps is a little too small, He has not a pound of 
superfiuous flesh on his bedy, and he has the most in- 
domitable pluck and endurance. But what dots it 
amount to? Nothing. For he is so obstinate and 
self-willed that he won't train properly. Wry, I could 
take that man—if he would train—and make him do 
500 miles in six days with ease; not only do it, but do 
it easy—easy, It is not such a big thing. Only 8&3 
miles a day ; 4 trifle over 4 miles an hour for twenty 
bours—that leaves four hours for sleep and rest, Of 
course he’d walk faster at times and thus gain more

THE SCIENCE OF WALKING. 

“ Where would you begin your training with Wes- 
ton, Doctor ?*’ 

“* With his position while walking. He violates every 
known law of waiking. He walks in opposition to the 
rules laid down by men who have given the matter 
much study and have trained large bodies of men, In 
the first place, look at the way he carries his head. 
Now, the head is the heaviest part of us. If you 
have ever lifted a man who has fainted, or who is 
dead, you will bave noticed what an enormeus weight 
the head is, The head is placed at theend of the 
lever,—the spinal column,—and the least deviation 
from a perfect balance requires just so much more 
power to sustain it. Hence the head should be car- 
ried erect, exactly balanced on the spinal column. 
Weston carries his head over on his breast, and in 
that way wastes a vast amount of power. The 
same istrue of his body, That should be balanced 
on the peivis in such a mauner that the least pos- 
sible power shall be used to sustainit, The least de- 
viation from a perfect equilibrivn wastes just so 
much physical effort, In this w y Weston throws 
away an immense amount of force. His body is 
stretched forward and twisted from side to side as he 
swings his arms—another waste of power, The arms 
shouid be carried up by the sides, This is not my own 
theory, but the resuit of the study of men who have 
given it much thought, 

“Then Westons dict is the worst trouble,” con- 
tinued the Doctor. “ He eats chicken. Way, chicken 
is the most indigesiibie of meats, and coniains very 
little nutriment. Of course the diet must be adapted 
to the mman, butasa general thing well fed beef or 
mutton is the best fooifor men engaged in protracted 
and violent exertions, Asa general thing, also, the 
food producing the least carvon or fat is the pest, 
though with thin, spare men it may be used to advan- 
tage. ; 

WHAT WESTON MIGHT Do, 

“ Weston is very spare, with no fat, and yet be eats 
chicken, which produces no carbon, No, tae man will 
always fail as long as he has his own way, and he is of 
such a disposition that he will have his own way, Ner- 
vous! He has no business to be nervous if heisa 
profestional walker. He should be a machine with no 
wil of hisown. When he brings himeelf to this he 
may hope to be successful, but it all depends upon 
proper training. 

** A man can be trained todo anything. Years ago 
I took a class of ladies from the upper walks of life,— 
ladies whe had never done a»ything,—and after three 
months’ training ran them five miles in forty minutes, 
and they were not blown a particle. Nowadays it 
would be a great tuing to see a women run a quarter 
of a mile. Uf course my pupiis were dressed sensibly 
in the first piace; then their carriage was 
perfect, and they moved in a cadenced step. 
About the same time I ran a class of more than twenty 
men 10 miles within an hour, and they were not tired 
at all. Those are the results of systematic training. 

**T understand Weston is to walk again in Octover. 
He'll fail again, too, He will always fail uniess he al- 
lows himseif to be trained by men of sense, and tries 
to learn the rudiments of walking. His fast gait wa 
run—nothing but a run; both feet are off the ground 
at once, In this is the difference between a heel-and- 
toe walk andarun, I know a greatmany men accept 
his run 4&8 a walk, bat it is not a fair walk. 

‘As I said in the beginning, it is a perpetual wonder 
to me that Weston can accomplish what he does, vio- 
lating, a3 he constantly does, ailthe best-known laws 
of wa:king.”

THE WAR AT MYERS’ OPFRA-HOUSE, 


The extraordinary series of biunders—to call 
them bya mild and inoffensive name—which 


} have kept the name of Mr. Placey prominently 


before the public of Chicago during the past few 
weeks culminated yesterday afterpoon in a colli- 
sion between two parties, with whom he had 
been doing business, each of whom had been 
kept in ignorance as to the standing of the 
other and the value of his own claim. There are 
two sides to every story, aud the present is no 
exception. We shall therefore give fret 
. THE FACTS OF THE COLLISION 

as they occurred, and then the history of the 
causes that led thereunto according to the state- 
ment of the contestants. 

Mr. Leonard Grover bad secured a lease of My- 
ers’ Opera-House from Mr. Piacey, that erratic 
manager baviog duly assigved it wolim. Early 
last week, the vecessary documents baving been 
made out, he t00k possession, Not wishing to 
occupy the building for a little while he locked 
it up, and waited to organize a company. 

Mr. E. L. Dickey had a claim to the Opera- 
Nouse which will be spoken of presently. 
Aware that Mr. Grover had taken possession, but 
at the same time coniident of the priority of his 
claim, Mr. Dickey collected his forces Wednes- 
day, and marched to the back-door of the Opera- 
House, Grover bad the key, aud Dickey 
had not. it became néecessaty for 
the fatter, therefore, to  svter by 
the windew or break open the door, Net being 
dis dto the former mode of entering, be 
bro A son the door, and took possession with a 
firm determination of keeping it. To this eud 
he placed two men in charge, with peremptory 
orders not to desert the ship. They Were to 
summon the police and fire departments, the 
State miltia, or, if necessary, appeal to the 
President for troops. Their orders were im- 
perative. Grover, in the meantime, got wine of 
this move, and proceeded to oust the invaders, 
as he considered them. Yesterday afternoon, 
armed with his lease, and backed by a posse 
of Pinkerton’s policemen, lf made for the 
theatre im company with his brother, B. H. Grover, 
Mr. Thompson, and another person. They 
coolly walked Ti, sat down on the stage, and 
claimed possession of thé house, Mr. Dickey 
asked, like the leraelives of old, “ By what au- 
thority doest thou these things?" Mr. Grover 
produced his lease, read it to Mr. Dickey, and 
expressed his determination to keep the theatre. 
Mr. Dickey denied bis right, and disappeared, 
leaving Grover and bis myrmidons in posses- 
sien. 

Mr. Dickey hied bim to the First Precinct Sta- 
tion, and applied to Justice Boyden for a war- 

ant for thearrest of all the invaders, including 
he two Grovers, Thompson, and others. The 
warrant was grauted and put in the hands of a 
squad of policemen, who under the leadership 
of the irate Dickey marched te the back-door 
of the building in the alley. The door was 
locked when tbey arrived, but B. H. Grover, who 
was left in charge of the concern, opened the 
door and tet them in..| The officer returned this 
courtesy by grabbing the entire party and carry- 
ing them in triumph to the Armory, where they 
were detained until bailed out. The charge 
agaiuvst them was riot. 

Mr. Dickey was once more installed, and rein- 
forced his men, threatening to summon all the 
wharfmep, tugmen, and other ruflians along 
Canal street to defend his property should oc- 
casion present itself. He remained in the theatre 
all night, and paced the stage in restless agi- 
talon. 

DICKEY'S CLAM 
is this: 

On Bept. 12 Mr. Placey, baving just discovered 
that money was needed to run a theatre, made a 
partnership arrangement with Mr. Dickey by 
which the iatter was to have a two-thirds interest 
in the Museum speculation, said two-thirds being 
regarded as the relative vaiue of the theatre 
proper; Mr. Piacey to retain the remaining third 
which represented the Museum. Mr. Dickey 
was to assume Mr. Piacey’s liabilities, pay the 
company, aud assume control of it. A contract 
was drawn up between them by which this ar- 
rangement was to run for five years. Mr. Dickey, 
learning that bis partner was about to withdraw 
from the management, sought to obtain from 
him an assignment of two-thirds of the lease, 
but Mr. Placev, though rica in promises, failed to 
comply with this request. 

in the meantime Mr. Piacev had assiened the 
whole lease to Mr. Grover, who, acting in good 
faith himself and supposing that Mr. Placey 
had done the same thing, noagined’ bitiself in 
undisputed possession. " 

As the case stood last night, both parties were 
sitting up to be sure of risiag early to obtain an 
injunction. 

MR. GROVER 

will apply for an order restraining Mr. Dickey 
from piaving any performance in the house to- 
night. Mr. Dickey will demand authority to re- 
strain Mr. Grover from medding im the 
matter at all. The question is sim- 
mered down to a _ “fvot-race between 
the attorneys of the contestants. Leonard Gro- 
ver had not been arrested on the preposterous 
vbarge of riot, but will appear this morning at 
the Pohce Court and answer such acbarge. Mr. 
Dickey threatens to include Mr. Placey in it, 
and furthermore, to put bim through all the 
eiviland criminal courts for havmg deceived 
him. 

So far Myers’ Opera-House has received a 
advertisement for to-night at the expense of its 
hitherto good name. Ano inlunction may spoil 
ali this, however.

‘PROBABLE MURDER. 


A Vicious Stepfather Stabs His 
Daughter Thirteen Times. 


One of the Most Shocking Cases 
of Cruelty Ever Recorded, 


The Victim a Poor Sewing- 
Girl of 17 Years. 


His Daughter’s Offspring. 


One of the most vicious and cruel attempts at 
murder ever made iu this city occurred last mid- 
night at No. 210 North Weila street. A German, 
47 yeaars old, named William Fisher, stabbed 
his stepdaughter, Kate: Miller, a poor sewing- 
girl, 17 years of age, in thirteen different places 
with a pocset-knife. Ihe unfortunate creature 
was cut ina

and without cause or provocation. The wounds 
are of the most dangerous kind, and but faint

Fisher bears a bad reputation, as a vicious and 
desperate character, and has been employed 
at a tannery on Hawthorne avenue.

\ime had inflicted no less than thirteen stabs. 
The girl ecreamed loudly for help, and at one

TO ESCAPE THE DEMON’S WRATH. 

Mr. Denewald jumped out of bed in a twink- 
ling, and rushed into the kitchen to secure some 
weapon with which he could attack Fisher ; 
but before he could do so the fiend 
rushed madly through the room and ran 
down the stairway. Denewald snatched a 
brick, which was in the kitchen, and 
pursued him, and was about to strike the would- 
be murderer over the head when his wife caught 
his arm and 

CAUSED HIM TO DESIST. 
Fisher ran away and escaped for a time, but 
Officer Abilers found him on the corner of Lar- 
rabee street and Chicago avenue afew minutes 
after 12 o'clock and arrested him. He asked 
Fisher where he belouged, and he told him he 
lived on Milwaukee avenue, and was going home. 
The prisoner had been home and c ed his 
blood-stained clothes, and had just left 
the hove@e whem Ahlers discovered him 
took bim on suspicion of being 
the tv.

The 
list published contains memorandums of forty- 
five checks for various purposes, The iargest is 
June 30, 1873, for revairs to the steamer Ozark, 
$1.337; and the smallest is April 14, for the 
Lafourche sufferers, $25; July 2, 1873, Caleb 
Cushing, $1,000. 

CONCLUSION OF THE ADDRESS OF THE ANTI-KEL- 
LOGG COMMITTEE. 

We published on Saturday the greater part of 
the address to the people of the United States 
issued by the Committee representing the oppo- 
sition to Kellogg. The conclusion of the doc- 
ument— which had not then come to hand—is as 
follows: 

And here it is important to say a word about 
a body known as the ‘“ White League,” and 
which has been misrepresented abroad. It will 
be remembered that the white militia of New 
Orleans had been disbanded, their arms taken 
from them, and an exclusive negro militia organ- 
ized in their stead. By an infamous by-law, the 
Met:opolitan police, for whose support an enor- 
mous tax is levied upon the city exclusively, had 
beeu taken from under the control of the Mayor 
and made subject to the orders of the Governor 
alone. This body was used t# intimidate and 
overawe the citizens, to guard the residences and 
persons of timerons officials, and to dragoon the 
parishes whenever any political scheme required 
it. The white people of the State, thus stripped 
of every means of defense, wore threstenod more- 
over by a formidable oath-bound league of the 
blacks, which, under the command of cunning 
and unscripulous negroes, might at any mo- 
ment plunge them‘into what they were most 
anxious to avoid, ‘‘a war of races.” The inces- 
sant demand for offices from tae City, State, and 
General Governments, for which they pro/fered 
no other title than that of color; the develop- 
ment in their conventions of a spirit of proscrip- 
tion against white Radicals, and even agaiust 
honorable Republicans who had fought for their 
liberation ; their increasing arrogance, which 
koew no bounds; their increasing dishonesty, 
whioh they regarded as a statesman-like virtue ; 
their contemptuous scorn of all the rights of the 
white man which they dared trespass 
upon,—ell these signs, as set forth 
in the platform of the Crescent City 
White League, warned us tliat the calamity we 
had long apprehended was imminent, and that 
we must either prepare for or perish under it. 
With the hope, then, 2s distinctly and openly de- 
clared, that a timely and prociaimed union of the 
whites as a race, and their preparation for any 
emergency, might arrest the threatened horrors 
of a social war, the White League was formed, 
its object being, as publicly set forth, to assist 
in restoring an bonest and intelligent Govern- 
ment to the State of Louisiana, and, by a union 
with all other good citizens, to maintain and de- 
fend the Constitutions of the United States and 
the State, and to maivtain and protect our rights 
and the nghts of all citizens. 

But to return: Satisfied of the impossibility 
of securing a fair registration and election, and 
that it was the settled purpose of the usurper to 
deprive the white people of the State of Louis- 
tana of the rigbt to carry arme,—a right secured 
to them by the Constitution of the United 
States, and, in the existing state of affairs, in- 
dispensaole to their personal protection,—a mass 
meeting of the citizens of New Orleans was 
called to assemble on the morning of Sept, 14. 
At that meeting,—the largestin numbers and 
most respectable in character ever collected in the 
streets of New Orleans,—resolutions setting 
forth the remediless wrongs under which we suf- 
fered were adopted, and a Committee of citizens 
was appointed to wait on William Pitt Kellogg 
and demand bis abdication. At 124¢ p. m. the 
Committee waited upon Mr. Kellogg at the State- 
House, which had already been converted by him 
into anarmed camp. Kellogg, however, had fled 
to the Custom-House, which he did not again 
leave until reinstated in the State-House by Fed- 
eral bayonets, and from the Custom-House re- 
turned answer, through a member of his staff, 
refusing to receive or treat with the Committee. 
The Committee so reported. Instantly, and as 
one man, the citizens rose. In the streets and 
in private stores arms had been seized in open 
day, by the police, and forcibly taken possession 
of and retained. The owner of a portion of the 
arms 80 seized had applied to a prominent ju- 
dicia] tribunal, and obtained an order for their 
release. This order was disobeyed by the police 
authorities, and, when the court attempted 
to vindicate its own dignity and the majesiy of 
law by fine and imprisonment for contempt, W, 
P. Kellogg interfered and pardoned the offenders, 
who were ummediaiely rel At the moment 
of the popular uprising a steamship lay opposite 
the Tbird-Precinct Police-Station, having on 
board arms and ammuuition cousigned to private 
individuals. A large squad of Metropolitan 
police, with loaded guns and cannon pointed, 
prevented all access to the steamer, and the re- 
moval of the arms Dy those to whom they law- 
fully belong; and the citizens, rallving on the 
League, the only organized body, moved down 
to the levee to take possession of the property 
which was theirs by right of purchase. At” the 
head of Canal street, the Metropolitan Brigade, 
commanded by Gen. Longstreet in person, io- 
tercepted and attacked them. The battle 
thus forced upon the citizéms was joined, 
and in a brief half-hour this Pretorian 
band, so long a menace and @ terror, was swept 
away, and the defeated rempants of the Kellogg 
usurpation, cowering fugitives from the Govern- 
ment they had abandoned, were refugees in the 
Custom-House. Sheltered beneath the folds of 
the American flag, there they were suffered to 
remain unmolested. 

What followed has passed into historv, and is 
matter of familiar knowledge. The lawful Gov- 
ecnment of the people’s cholee, amid universal 
rejoicings, eptered without opposition upon the 
discharge of its legitimate fametions. Joy sat in 
every beart and illumined every coun‘enance. 
A new era of confidence, peace, and prosperity 
seemed to have dawn upon us. The wretch- 
edness of the past was forgotten in the bright 
and cheering auticipations of thefuture. But 
this short-lived triumph was abruptly closed. 
Before the proclamation of the President it 
bowed ite bead, and at the mandate of its 
General we laid down our arms, retired from 
the offices we had taken possession of, and 
to which we were lawfully entitled. gave up the

ILLINOIS. 

In the Circuit Court at Urbana on Saturday, 
judgment was rendered in an important suit 
involving medical malpractice, which has long 
been in the courts. George Tally sued Dr.

Nevertioeless the Coroners jury re- 
turned a verdict of. suicide, People of 
that vicinity were not. satisfied at this, 
and on Thursday of last, week the Corover 
had the body exhumed, and had a second in- 
quest. At this facts were developed pointing 
strongly to @. divorced wife of the deceased as 
the probable mmurderess, or one who had pro- 
cured his death, «dt was shown that Lowe and 
wife bad freyuentiy quarreied, and that since 
the divorce she had*shot at bim several times; 
that she bad offered a man $1,000 to kill him 
aod that on the night of the tragedy Lowe had 
returned from town drunk, and had met bis 
former wife, and had a serious quarrel with her. 
Under this condition of affairs she and the man 
to whom she had offered the $1,000 were ar- 
rested, and held for trial, 

—At Chatsworth, Livingston County, on Fri- 
day last, two little girls named Sumner were 
knocked down by 3 team of horses aod run over 
by @ wagon and severely if not fatally injured. 
One was kicked in the forehead by the horse 
and had ber skull fractured. 

—The Grand Jury of McLean County has pos- 
itively refused to take cornizance of violators of 
the State Liquor law in the City of Bloomington, 
believivg that if the city is disposed to enact 
rigorous and needless liquor ordinances, they 
are properly and solely lable for the expense 
and trouble of all trials resuiting from violacionsa. 

—The Bioomington City Council, on Saturday, 
received the resoluuons passed by the Chicago 
Council, thanking Bloomington for assistance at 
the late fire, but refused to bave them framed, 
for the reason that, as it was stated by Aid. 
Shargin, if one-half is true that bas been 
told of the cool treatment the firemen received 
from the Long Jobn company, the resolutions 
should not be entertained.
